The Soviet military leadership is using the 45th anniver- 
sary of the Soviet array in a massive effort, highlighted by a 
speech oy Karshal Kalinovslcy, to restore the image of Soviet 
military superiority over the United States. Since the fall 
of 19ol , this image has been severely tarnished by American 
disclosures concerning relative military strength .ana, most 
dramatically, by the Cuban crisis.. 

Soviet Claims fiualified . As in the past, the more sensa- 
tional Soviet claims are somewhat qualified, though Koscow 
•probably hopes that Western press accounts of what is being 
said will miss these qualifications. Thus, while coming close 
to claiming a capacity to launch nuclear weapons from satellites, 
Soviet rocket force commander Biryuzcv actually merely states 
that the ''possibility''*' of doing so now exists. Likewise, 
I-talinovsky *s claim to "several times more missiles" than the 
244 wh.ch Secretary McNamara has said the US can deliver against 
the USSR, actually includes Soviet I?3:-;s and KREKs .
